A  POPULAR  COLLECT1E L  F . 


What  is  a  silver  round?  How  many  different  are  there?  Who 
makes  them?  Silver  round  collecting  began  in  earnest  about  five 
years  ago.  Before  that  time  they  were  made  but  not  in  large 
numbers  due  to  a  lack  in  popularty.  Art  bars  were  the  rage. 

Round  collecting  has  about  caught  up.  I  define  a  silver  round 
as  .999  fine  silver,  round  and  weighing  31  grams  +  or  -  1  gram. 
All  other  medals  with  different  weights  and  purities  can  be  the 
subject  of  another  article.  Collecting  U.S.  dollars  can  be  bor¬ 
ing  to  me.  After  all,  don't  all  Peace  dollars  look  alike?  Ditto 
for  the  Morgan  series.  Besides,  look  at  the  cost  of  uncirculatec 
dollars  today.  On  the  other  hand,  silver  rounds  abound  in  diff¬ 
erent  designs,  some  of  them  true  works  of  art. 

To  get  back  to  the  questions  posed  at  the  beginning,  no  one 
knows  how  many  exist  due  to  the  lack  of  record-keeping,  the 
Mint  makers  going  out  of  business,  etc.  My  feeling  is  that  there 
are  about  4,000,  or  a  few  more.  I've  seen  more  than  2,000  in  one 
collection  alone  and  know  of  several  collections  containing 
between  one  and  2,000  different  pieces.  Who  makes  them?  Private 
minters  and  some  government  mints  produce  them.  The  Mexican  Mint 
made  the  Libertads  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  one  ounce  pure 
silver  collectors  and  investors.  Then  the  People's  Republic  of 
China,  Singapore,  the  U.S.  and  now  we  have  the  one  ounce  Canada 
Silver  Maple  Leaf.  The  China  and  Singapore  issues  are  made  in 
limited  numbers  while  the  U.S.  and  Canada  make  them  in  larger 
numbers . 

In  1933  two  different  silver  rounds  for  the  Chicago  Century 
of  Progress  Exposition  were  made.  A  reported  2225  "Montana  Dol¬ 
lars"  were  made  to  be  issued  to  members  of  the  Montana  Silver 
association.  They  were  issued  to  promote  greater  silver  usuage. 
Reportedly,  only  about  100  remain  extant.  "Colorado  dollars"  of 
four  types  were  issued  in  order  that  Colorado  could  participate 
at  the  exposition . 

Also,  the  Pedley-Ryan  "dollar"  was  minted  in  1933  with  a 
mintage  of  50  pieces  to  show  a  convenient  method  for  specul¬ 
ation  in  silver. 

Again,  these  issues  were  not  the  products  of  the  U.S.  gover¬ 
nment  but  of  private  individuals/organizations.  The  first  U.S. 
issue  was  in  1986  when  the  Silver  Eagle  was  produced. 

Silver  rounds  are  made  for  two  purposes;  for  collectors  anc 
for  silver  bullion  accumulation.  Some  rounds  can  appreciate 
greatly.  Of  course,  demand  is  the  key.  And  the  key  to  demand  is 
>asicly  a  low  mintage  of  the  issue.  The  topic  of  the  issue  can 
ilso  add  to  the  demand  creating  an  increase  in  price.  Also,  the 
lemand  occurs  when  an  issue  is  part  of  a  collection  such  as  that 
> f  a  coin  club  issue.  (Many  coin  clubs  issue  a  different  design 
or  their  clubs  each  year)  In  California  alone  there  are  more 
than  100  different  coin  clubs  and  about  25  of  them  issue  one- 
>unce  medals  yearly.  The  mintages  have  varied  from  less  than  20 
to  about  300.  Those  issues  under  50  appreciate  quickly  when  non- 
members  hear  about  them.  I  am  sure  that  is  not  the  intention  of 
:he  club  representatives  that  this  should  happon  for  they  are 
existing  for  many  other  worthwhile  reasons  but  the  fact  remains 
hat  low  mintages  increase  in  price. 

Let  us  return  to  non-coin  club  rounds.  How  much  should  one 
»ay  for  a  round?  Of  course,  some  rounds  generate  a  much  greater 
nterest  and  demand  than  others.  Most  of  the  new  issues  sell  t  •- 1 
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spot  plus  50c  to  $1.00  while  a  few  older  ones 
300  dollars  each.  An  example  of  the  latter  is 
round  of  the  California  State  Numismatic  Assoc 
1966  with  a  mintage  of  50.  There  is  a  large  mu 
rounds  which  sell  in  the  in- between  range,  ave 
to  15  dollars. 

What  about  a  silver  round  book?  A  great  id 
a  knowledgeable  reference  book  (such  as  the  Ar 
lished  by  Archie  Kidd,  Steve  Rood,  Bill  Cassin 
man).  I  have  it  on  good  authority  that  a  coupl 
are  on  the  horizon,  one  on  generic  rounds  and 
club  rounds--  both  due  out  in  a  year  or  two.  H 
for  miracles  since  such  books  require  tremendo 
time  and  the  end  result  will  be  less  than  perf 
to  start  somewhere.  Buy  the  new  issues  listed 
they  come  out,  and  subscribe  to  Numismatic  New 
for  the  latest  information.

The  Solano  (California)  Silver  Round  Club  (SSRC)  has  begun 
accepting  orders  for  the  First  Issue,  1989,  of  its  planned  seven- 
year  Series  of  silver  rounds  commemorating  the  Golden  Fiftieth  (50th) 
Anniversary  of  the  Second  World  War,  1939-1989  to  1945-1995. 

This  First  Issue,  to  be  released  by  September  1,  1989,  will  com¬ 
memorate  the  opening  of  the  Second  World  War,  the  Invasion  of  Poland 
and  the  German  Blitzkrieg  Warfare.  No  design  has  been  selected  as  of 
yet;  however,  each  annual  Issue  of  this  seven-year  Series  will  high¬ 
light  a  significant  military  or  international  event  of  the  Second 
World  War  period. 

All  Issues  of  this  Series  will  use  as  the  obverse  the  Chief 
Solano  logo  of  the  Solano  Silver  Round  Club,  and  each  reverse  will 
have  a  standard  layout  but  differ  as  to  theme  and  design. 

All  Issues  of  this  entire  Series  will  be  one  ounce  .999  fine 
silver,  and  no  off-medals  nor  non-silver  medals  will  be  minted.  The 
silver  rounds  will  not  be  serial  numbered.  The  total  number  minted 
will  be  limited  to  the  number  of  prepaid  orders,  with  a  total  mintage 
possibly  about  one  hundred. 

intended  to  issue  annually  thru  1995  one  silver  round,  and 
next  year,  1990,  is  anticipated  to  recognize  the  1940  Fall  of  France. 

This  initial  Issue,  as  with  all  future  Issues,  is  by  prepaid 
orders  only.  The  price  is  $18.00  postpaid.  Remittances  are  to  be  made

Silver  Rounds  will  be  available  by  September  1989  and  be  mailed 
to  purchasers  Insured  First  Class.  Deadline  for  all  Orders  will  be 
June  1,  1989,  with  the  total  mintage  fixed  at  that  date  by  the  total 
number  of  prepaid  Orders  received. 

Purchasers  of  this  First  Issue  may  subscribe  to  the  entire  Series 
or  just  this  First  Issue.  Ordering  the  initial  Issue  does  not  obligate 
one  to  the  entire  Series. 

The  reverse  design  for  this  First  Issue  will  be  selected  by  vote 
of  the  SSRC  members  at  their  Open  Meeting  this  April  30,  1989  during 
the  17th  Annual  Vallejo  (California)  Coin  Show.  Competition  as  to  the 
design  is  open  equally  to  both  members  and  non-members.  The  theme  must 
be  the  Invasion  of  Poland  and  Blitzkrieg  Warfare,  the  opening  phase  of 
the  Second  World  War.  Interested  medal  designers  may  write  for  Design 
Contest  Rules  and  criteria  to  the  same  above  address. 

The  Solano  Silver  Round  Club  remains  active,  and  with  this  Second 
World  War  Series  has  resumed  issuing  silver  rounds.  All  previous  Issues 
of  the  SSRC  are  no  longer  available.
